THE WATER SUPPLY. 

At every council mooting there aro pe- 
titions or cummunieation.>< preaontod con- 
cerning tho water sn|)iily, either asking 
for its e.xtenaioii to piiinta in the auburba 
wliore houses have boon are abjiit to be 
elected, or from other aeetioM.s of tho city, 
where the pipes aro auiall, complaining 
that ni|{ht or day no water ia to be had. 
How can the councilors expect their 
favorite organization, the Blue Ribbon 
Society, to flourish in such a state of 
things, ur that tlu! cause of temperance 
will progress/ 'J'hal these u'eutlenien feel 
tlieir reaponaibilities deeply there is no 
doubt, for every council night several of 
them, ill connection with this awkward 
subject, rise frnm their seata and 
gravely say "aomething uuiat be 
done about the water supply, " Uif- 
tferent causes are alleged for this fail- 
ure in the supjily, and the nmst reason- 
able ure that more is expected from our 
present water works than they are able to 
perform, and that a great deal of water ia 
allowed to run to waste. In the first 
place everybody wlio haa a garden in dry 
woatlier, at least, oxpeela it to be supplied 
with n perpetual stream of water. iSow, 
though our source of supply may bo un- 
failing, yet u pipe of a given size will 
only convey a certain quantity of water in 
a given time, and if the culls uu ihe 
larger pipes on the higher levels are too 
severe, it ia impoaaible they can forward 
a satiafaclory au[)ply to the I'ainitlcationa 
of smaller pipes in the lower parts of the 
town. After the gardens are watered 
Aquarius comes along in the shape of the 
Street-sprinkler, and makes another Iteavy 
demand on the hydrants. Thou there aro 
the free taps in various portions of the 
city, and the general waste of water by 
householders. At tho council on Wud 
uesday evening a well directed effort was 
made by Councilor Wrigleaworlh to cun 
vitice people that water was a valuable 
commodity in the shape of a resolution to 
the eti'ect that a man be appointed to pre 
vent the waste of water by householdera, 
who, on being convicted of a second of- 
fence, are tu have their water 
cut oft' and bo fined. As to 
tho amalhiess of the pipes in 
some localities, this will gradually be 
remedied and four inch pipes are being 
laid in some (luarters to aupplant those of 
smaller size. The endeavor to make tlu^ 
best of our present resourcea as regards 
water supply ia of course a matter of com- 
mon sense, but it is useless to ignore the 
fact that m tho face of the continuous ex- 
tension of the city a ijiore comurehenaive 
water works syatein has become a neces- 
sity. Putting ofi' the evil day w ill avail ua 
naught, It iaa subject which will require 
both long consideration and consultation 
with competent authorities on such works 
and also tho exauiiiiation of tho different 
systoma of water supply in other cities 
with a view of selecting that system which 
experience liaa shown the best adapted to 
our wants, for what may be perfectly ap 
plicable to the requirements and circuin- 
Btancos of one city may prove a perfect 
blunder when applied to another. This 
is a thing then nut to be done in liaate and 
repented of at leisure; but 3(jn)et!iing of 
which tlie preliniinarioa ought to form an 
immediate subject for discussion. In an 
examination from an economical point of 
view it naturally ranges il.self under two 
heads: First, an ample supply of fresh 
watur to tho city at all seasons of the year; 
and secondly, its prntectinn tmni lire. 
attempt has been made t<i combine these 
two objects in the UoUy aysteui which has 
been introduced into many cities in Can- 
ada, though how far it has been fimnd a 
practicable and economical system we are 
unable to state. There ia notliiiig very 
abatrUBU ab(jut it, however. Its main fea- 
ture ia forcing water to a high level, either 
to the top of an artitioial tower or a re- 
servoir on some local elevation. The 
pumps can, of course, be worked either by 
steam or water power as circuriiatai\ces 
may determine. The c nmuiy of the 
system seems, however, to be this: that 
while tho water has to be forced to a level 
■ uflicieutly high to supply three or four 
story houses in all parts of the city, the 
same level, or at least one slightly higher, 
enables it to be used for fire |iurposea 
without the cost and maintenance 
of costly steam fire onginea, and 
the trouble ami loss of lime oceasioncil by 
having to convey tlu-ni to the sn iie of ac- 
tion, which is often ii most si'iioiis husiness 
in itself, t(j say nothing of the lialiility of 
the engiuos to fail from various cioises at 
the most critical moineut. On the breaking 
out of a tiri> all that is neceaaury Ih to notify 
tho water works and the engiuos become 
lire engines and aro at once run at a apeed 
to Huit the em('rg.-incy, the water being 
thrown directly from hydrants in anj piirt 
of tbo city. Of I'ourse the same system is 
ill \'ot,'iiL- wlirr.'\ri- then.' is ii hi^,'li b.^vel 
rcKerviiii', and tli.- •^n-M fraturr uf the liolly 
bystem is by uo uns (jf a tcnver to sui)ply the 
place of a natural elevated site where none 
exists. As regards Victoria, buildings are 
extending far into the suburbs and the city 
limits will, of courau, be gradually eiilargi il; 
it has, moreover, now become fashionable 
to erect three-story biiildingH. .\a a high- 
level reservoir will, in all probability, be- 
come a necessity, even for tho city water 
supply, it is worth considering if lire jiro- 
tectiou could not be (•onibiniid with it with 
increased ccouoiiiy; and if unr most elevat- 
ed natural site is iiisullieieiit for the pur- 
pose, it might be auguuiented on the Holly 
ByBteui, which has, moreover, this advan- 
tage, that although a short tower costs 
aomothiug, it would j)robably be less 
expensive than oscavatiug O reservoir, and 
the water, moreover, is aot exposed to con- 
tamination. An endeavor has now been 
made to bring under the notice of the coun- 
cil and the citizens a system which conibiiiOH 
economy v/itli a continuous wali'r sujjply, 
and simple and [iroiupt lire proti ction, and 
it rcniiMliH for tin- conneil ami the eilizi?)js 
to consider tlie snbjei'l at their leisure.

The Doiuiiiioii Govcrniueut'K 
Default. 

To THE Editor: — Recently, while read- 
ing some of tho provincial journals, I was 
quite struck with tho tone adopted in 
treating of the proaent delay in cariying 
out the teriiia of tho Settleiueiit Bill. Aa 
the dilatory action of tfio Dominion gov- 
ernment in this matter fiaa already done 
somo miscliiof by driving away iiunii- 
graiits, ono would e.xpect to tind all tho 
papers, without distinction of party, 
evincing auger and impatience; but it is 
quite the reverse — some of them seem 
exceedingly jubilant, .\ppareiitly, they 
Would hail with delight any great public 
disaster, if it would cause cfiagriii and 
embarruasmeiit to their political oppo- 
nents. To such malconteiits floods, lires, 
failures uf crops and tho liko calamities 
are godsends, because the government is 
somehow made responsible for every dis- 
.ister that happens to the country. They 
do not deign to ealubiiali the coiiiiectioii 
by any [jr. .cess of argument; they simply 
ussiiiiie that every evil that befalls the 
; pr.iviiico flows ilirectly from the iiialad- 
I ministration of their political adveruaries. 

Of the various drawbacks tu the benefits 
I of ropreaeiitat ive govoriimont I think this 
e.iceaaive devoiopuient of the apirit of fac- 
j tioii is thegreatest. Through its fatal influ- 
ence, in critical periods, a nation is liable 
j to bo aliurii uf half its strength. In tho 
I civil war in the United States I am per- 
1 suaded that the success of the federals 
I was reiarded almost as much by the iii- 
I sidiuua opposition of tho disaffected at 
; humo as by the gallant resistance of tho 
rebels. These .syiiipat h del s with seces- 
sion alb. wed theiiiaelvea such latitude in 
apeaking an. I writing aa, in the days uf 
I our unenlightened aiiceatora, would speed- 
I ily have brought them to the block. Re- 
cent British history abounds with sinnlar 
examples. We can all remember ti..w in 
the dispute with It.issi.i, growing out of 
the Riusao Turkish war, tfie etl'orta of tlie 
i Beaconafielil adiiiinistration were coiitiiiu- 
j ally emharrasaed by a portion of tho liberal : 
party. Tho result proved that Russia ! 
shrank from a coiitcat with the Hrliislil 
I'jiiipir.'. The only red obstacle to the 
c.iniilete siiceeas of the government was 
in tho worrying, blatant opposition of 
(jladstonu and liis axsociatos. Now, in 
this and similar instances, if the opposi- 
tion arose from diO'orence of opinion it I 
would not be so intolerable; Vuit it chiefly 
arises from dill'ercnce of posit i.in. It de- I 
]ieiiils oil the i|Uestli>ii wtiether the agi-] 
tators are iiiaiile the treasury building or i 
outsida. Ill the history of popular gov- ■ 
erniiieiita it is coniiiloii enough lo see I 
parties, when ousted from p. iwer, furiously [ 
denouncing measures e.Kaelly like ttiose 
wfilch they had tliemaolves [irojiosed. j 
But to return to tfie province : il, in the i 
dubatea on the Settlement Bill the uppo- 
aitiun had ubjected that the Canadian | 
politiciaiia are so uiilruatworthy that il ! 
was no use bargaining with them, they 
would now be jusliriod m citing tho I 
present delay aa an additional proof of 
their uwii sagacity. I do not remember, 
however, that any such objection was 
made. Wliuther the province has, ur ha.s 
nut, given too much for its whistle is not 
the <)ueBtinn. Even if the provincial gov- 
ernment has not obtained the best oussiblo 
teriiia from the hard bargainers at Ottawa, 
the arriiiigemeut has been ratiliuri hy the 
le!.;islature and will have to be accepted. 
N\'e may sup])oau that the provincial i.;ov- 
eniiiient wer.i an xi. .us, on almost any terms, 
to terminate the protracted (|uarrol with 
Canada and open the country fur settle- 
ment. If, when all the terms of tho 
agroi m.'iit had been carried out, no stim- 
ulus were given t.. the industrial progress 
of the colony, the opposition might fairly 
object that great sacnhces had been made 
without gaming any correaiioiulini; advant- 
age. But this is not the caae. The com- 
plaint is that the Doininu.u statesmen are 1 
remiss in fulfilling their engagements, and 
that a check is thus given to immigration. 
Now, if the terma uf the aettleinunt were 
too favorable tu tho Canadians (as is al- 
leged), it is so much the more imperative 
that they should promptly perforin their 
part of the contract, f'nder such cir- 
cumstances it is surely vory unbecoming 
and very unpatriotic to rej.nce uv.-r the j 
diaappointinetit of the province.
